of univerſal Joy 3 When the Lord turned again the Cap- 
| 17vity of Sion, we were like unto them that Dream; then 
was our Mouth fill d with Laughter, and our Tongue with 
| 7559. So remarkable was it in ſome of its Circum- 
| {tances, that even the Heathen took notice of it, and 
| could not forbear acknowledging, that the Lord had 
| done Great Things for them; and it is very true, faith 
the Pſalmiſt, N na hath done guy. things for us 
B whereof 
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whereof we are glad. Now as we arc call'd upon by 
Authority to Praiſe God for our Deliverance, not in- 
deed from a Foreign Captivity, but however from 
ſomething equally deſtructive of that Conſtitution 
which we all ſo mach and fo juſtly admire, I thought 
I could not pitch upon any Words more applicable to 
my Purpoſe, than theſe, which in their Original De- 
ſign were intended to celebrate an Event, in many In- 
ſtances reſembling this happy Reſtoration which 
| we now Commemorate; intending therefore to uſe 
| them as if they were ſpoken of us and of our Affairs 
inticely, to the end, that what I ſay upon this Oc- |

Second, When I ſhall have ſet before you ſome of the | 
Deliverances which we have had, and particularly 
that of this Day, it will appear, how juſtly we, no 
leſs than the Jews, may ſay, The Lord hath done 
great things for us. And therefore, 


Third, I ſhall hew what Sentiments we oug ht to 
have upon ſuch an Occaſion, and what fort * Be- 
haviour it ſhould teach us tor the future. Firſt, 
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Firſt, I am to prove that God governs the World. 
Now that there is a Providence, or that there is a 
God ſuperintending and directing all Things, Nature 


proclaims through all her Works. That Order 


and Subſerviency which there is amongſt Things 
being as clear a Proof that the Finger of God is 
there to preſerve them, as their Exiſtence is that it was 
there to make them. Take this away, and all Things 
would preſently be at a ſtand; it is the Central Force, 
which dilates it ſelf through all the wide Circumfe- 


rence of the Univerſe, and puts the whole Machine in 


Motion. This muſt neceſſarily be allow'd in all the ina- 


nimate part of the Creation. Whence is it that the Pla- 


netary Orbs have that wonderful Velocity, which for 
ſo many thouſand Years they have preſerv d without 


any ſenſible Addition or Diminution ? they have no 


inward erergetick Spring to give them that prodigious 
ſw iftneſs they have, nor would a project ile Force have 
carried them on ſuch a long Courſe of Time, but they, 
like other Bodies to which Motion is communicated, 
when the Power that firſt mov'd them was withdrawn, 
would by degrees ſlacken in their Quickneſs, till at laſt 
they ſunk quite down into Reſt. Since then all theſe 
Things move in the manner wherein they did at firſt; 
ſince the Moon knoweth her riſing, and the Sun his 
going down, and all 8 run their Courſes in their

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appointed Seaſons, and this they cannot do by any | 


Power of their own, it follows, that he who firſt mov'd 
them muſt continue to do ſo, and ſo on fo long as ever 
they (ball endure. The ſame immediate Preſence like- 
wile is evident in all the Ve getable Creation; every 
Herb we ſce, every Spire of Graſs, every Thing in ſhort 
that grows, is a wonderful Inſtance of it. What is ic 
opens the Seeds of Things and diſpoſeth them to 


Teem ? What is it draws out Trees or Flowers in all 


that beautiful proportion which we behold? Whence 
is it the Juices circulate and ſwell, and ripen Things 


into Maturity? Theſe Things are as much beycnd 


Mens Capacities to Know, as tis beyond their Power to 


Perform: They are altogether wonderful, and not to 


be accounted for, upon any of the known Principles 
of Matter and Motion. In ſhort, look round where- 
ever you pleaſe, and the more you examine the readier 
you will be to acknowledge, that tis God holds the 
World together, and orders and preſerves it in that 
Beauty and Regularity, which is ſo deſervedly the Sub- 
ject of all our Admiration. And as it is with the Inani- 


mate and Vegetable, fo likewiſe with the Rational Part 


of the Creation; the wakeful Eye of his Providence is 
ever open upon us, vicwing and obſerving the various 
ways we take, for fo the Scripture, The Eyes of the

And if this is true of ſingle Perſons, much more of 
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Lord are in every Place, beholding the Evil and the 


ſo every where preſent, and fo effectually interpoſeth, 
that nothing happens to us without his Permiſſion, for 
even the very Hairs of our Head are all number d, What 
we call Chance is nothing more than his Providence, 
only acting in a manner ſo imperceptible to us, that 
we loſe the Connexion betwixt the Cauſe and the Ef- 
fect, and do not ſee, as in many other Caſes, in what 
manner ſuch Things are brought about; bur ſtill, 
how accidental ſoever, they are as much under his 
Management and Direction, as thoſe which ſeem moſt 
fix d and certain; for even when the Let is thrown 
into the Lap, and tumbled about at all Adventures, yet 
there, the Diſpoſal of it is of the Lord. In all the De- 
ligns and Enterpriſes of Men, he is likewiſe Preſent, 
and ſometimes makes ic ſurpriſingly evident that he 
is ſo, by the ſtrange and unexpected Turns which he 
e1ves to the belt concerted Meaſures.

adnurably it is calculated for the Publick Good; there 


is no Occaſion for it: If it is any way defective it is 
our own Fault, ſince we have no Reſtraints but what, 


by our Repreſentatives, we are preſum'd to conſent to, 


and theſe, generally, are only to curb our Licentioul: 


neſs, not to leſſen our Freedom. — This is one Part of 


of rhe Glory, as well as Happinels, of our Conſtitution; 
in which, though I won't fay, becauſe I don't certainly 


know eit, that we are bled above all the Nato 
round us; yet we farexcecd ſome, and certainly equal 
the very beſt ; ſince none can ever enjoy their Freedom 
in greater perlection, and I with 1 could add, none 
Valu'd it more, or made a better Uſe of it. — Andlas 
we are well provided for in our Temporal, fo like wiſe 
are we in our Spiritual Affairs. The Way of Worſhip 
eſtabliſh'd among us is ſuch as no one can greatly 
blame that thoroughly underſtands it: The Articles 
preſcrib'd are not only Pure and Agrecable to the 


Word of God, but fram d with great Temper and 


Caution: The Ceremonies, moſt of them, Proper 
and Decent, all of chem very Innocent: The Govern- 
ment and Liturgy truly Primitive, truly Chriſtian; only 

the 
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the Diſcipline is defective, which ſolemnly once a Year 
1s with'd to be Reſtor'd. — But what I think deſerves, 
not the leaſt Commendation, is that Chriſtan Temper 
which is ſhewn towards thoſe who differ from us: For 
though it is much to be lamented, that where a Service 
1s fo reaſonable, and all Things ſo well contriv'd to 
promote real Religion, there ſhould be thoſe Diffe- 
rences we ſee there are; much more that inſtead of 
leſſening them all they can, Men ſhould induſtriouſly 
make them greater than they need; and inſtead of 
walking (in Things whereunto they have attained) by 
the ſame Rule, and minding the ſame Thing, they 
ſhould run into a ſtated and profeſs'd Separation; yet 
it is certainly much to the Honour of the Engliſh Eſta- 
blihment, if, where People won't be perſwaded, it 
doth not ſuffer them to be compel/'d, but leaves them 
to ſerve God in the beſt manner their Conſciences ſhall 
dire. — If Come make an ill uſe of this Liberty, and 
our of Wantonneſs or Prejudice, or a Diſregard to Az- 
thority, will wander as they pleaſe, it is to themſelves, 
they do it at their own Feri, and muſt be ſadly an- 
ſwerable for all the Miſchiefs conſequent upon unne- 
ceſſar Separation : In the mean time the Government 
in this Part of it is certainly Right, and according to 
all the Rules of Reaſon and Religion, is to be deiended:

already prodigious. — Wherefore Praiſe the Lord ye 
Houſe of Iſrael, ſing Praiſes unto the Honour of his Name, 
make his Praiſe glorious ; Say unto God, O how wonderful 
art thou in thy Works. According to thy Name, O God, 
ſo is thy Praiſe unto the Ends of the Earth, thy Right Hand 
is full of Righteouſneſs. Let Mount Zion rejoice, let ihe 
Daughters of Judah be glad becauſe of thy Fudgments

W our Lives, as well as our Lips, it may appear, what 
7 of a great Senſe we have of God's Providence in govern- 
bu ing the World. — But more particularly, ſhould we

vect ves; not by a noiſy ignorant Zeal for Things of no 
moment, bur by a regular Attendance upon her Ser- 
vice, and conſtantly living up to the Doctrines ſhe 


live in Obedience to them, and take heed to avoid thoſe 
ways that were likely to have proy'd fo deſtructive to 
us, and let us follow after Things that make for Peace, 


Since Kingly Government was reſtor'd, all thoſe who 
rejoice in the Mercies of this Day, ſhould contribute 
their Endeavours to Support and Preſerve it: For if 
ever this was a Bleſſing to the Engliſb Nation, as ſure 


proper Judges) it was a very Great Ine; it never could 


— 
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be a Greater, and never ought ro be more highly e- 
ſteem'd than at this time, under the mild and Reddy 
Adminiſtration of his Preſent Majefty. — I mean to draw 
no Compariſons betwixt Him and others, or to ſhew 
how He equals, or where He exceeds any of His Predeceſ- 
ſors z nothing of this ſort: but only thus, that perhaps 
there never was any Time when a Nation's Happineſs 
was more cloſely interwoven with, or ſo much depend. 
ed upon the Safety of their Sovereign, and therefore 
none wherein the Subjects ought to ſhew a more ſincere 
and hearty Affection. — Our Circumſtances are ſuch, 
that in Him reſt all our Hopes; He, under God, is the 
only Support of the Proteſtant Caule, and together with 
Him mult ſtand or fall, all our Intereſts both Spiritual 

and Civil. — Since then ſuch Great Things depend upon 
him, Things for which we have not counted our Lives 


| dear unto us, but have ſpilt an immenſe quantity of 
| Blood and Treaſure inthe Defence and Preſervation of; 
whatever Stories People are told, whatever Miſma- 


nagements they are made to believe there are in the 


| Publick, yet ſince, if any, all impartial Men muſt allow 
| they are but ſmall, vaſtly ſmall, when compar'd with 


thoſe prodigious Evils which muſt neceſlarily attend an 
Alteration in the Succeſſion; therefore theſe Things 


E ought not to make Men ſour and chagrin'd, to put them 
upon Meaſures to clog the Wheels of Government, 


nor in any ſort to ſhake their Loyalty : Since this will

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certainly give Advantage to the common Enemy, and 


by this way of Remedying Evils, we (hall only run 
into more and greater. — Upon this Foot it is that | 


chuſe to recommend all Dutiful and Legal Submiſſion 
to his Preſent Majeſty, defigning it chiefly for Thoſe 


who think they mean honeſtly, who aim at ſomething 
| which they call their Country's Good; but who either 


ſeeing Things in a bad Light, or being groſly abus'd 


by the Lies and Miſrepreſentations of Wicked Men, 


NN receiv'd very ill Impreſſions. Now Theſe, as They 
are the Men from whom our greateſt Danger riſeth, 


i ſince they give Credit and Strength to a Set of deſpe- 


rate Creatures, who otherwiſe would be as contemptt- 
ble as their Cauſe} is wicked; ſo it were to be wilh'd 


they were brought to a Right Underſtanding, and as a 


conſequence of that to a better Mind — To perſwade 


them to this, others perhaps would take a different 


Method ; they would carry Things farther, run into 


high Praiſes and large Encomiums; they wou'd make 


this Reign the Cris of England's Glory, and recom: 
mend it as a Pattern for all Poſterity. And in this, 
for ought 1 know, they might do wiſely and well, 
tho, by the way, I have ſometimes obſerv'd, ſuch 
mighty Panegyricks do not always do the moſt Good. 


People. that are not fo fully appriz'd of Things, think 


they fee the Reaſons of them, and then ee of per- 
| wading they either confirm or encreaſe their Prejudice:

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— All therefore that I ſhall ſay, and ſure it is 1 ; 
to ſay, is, [ hat our All-giance is made neceſſary to us 
by our higheft Intereſt ; That there is nothing but Miſ- 
chief in the other Scheme ; That in the Reſult we 
ſhould only hurt our ſelves, and certainly loſe all that 
is valuable to us by Changing. — Now this Argument, 


however it may be reflected on as Low and Selfiſh, yet 


it muſt be allow'd to have this Advantage, That it is 
what All Men underſtand and Moſt Men are govern'd 


by. — And oh ! that their Behaviour in this Caſe was 


but conſiſtent with their other Cenduct! We might 
then ſafely truſt the Inference with them, and our 
Fears and our Jealouſies would all be at an End. For 
plain it is to Eyefight. there is no Good can poſſibly 
ariſe from ſach deſperate Attempts. Alas! Were 
their Madneſs to ſucceed, and ſhould the Fatal Expe- 
riment once be tried, numberleſs would be the Miſe- 


ries that would enſue; not only all things muſt pre- 
viouſſy be thrown into Confuſion, and the whole Na- 
tion bE involv'd in Blood; But if ever we were ſet⸗ 


tled again, Things would be much worſe with us 
than in the late Times of Uſurpation. We ſhould | 
not, indeed, as then, have Governors for a Day, and 
be tols d about as the Power of factious aſpiring Men 
prevail d; We might, perhaps, be fix d under one Go- 


vernment, but then it would be the One worſt that can 
befal ä 
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is oh any ona Ge catures, 7. e. a Po viſt. — _ All Men 
_ therefore, eſpecially ar ſuch a time as oo whenas we 
have been lately affur'd by an unqueſtionable Autho- 
rity, * The Diligence of the Enemy is incredible, if they 
- would be thought Friends to their Country, ſhould be 
no leſs foto the King. They ſhould ſhew a more than 
Common Zeal for his Service; diſengage intirely from 
all Counſcls and Contrivances of Factious Men, and 
neither meddle with, nor afford any Countenance to 
thoſe who are given 10 Change. Avoid them, Paſs not 
by them, turn from them, and paſs away. — For this is 
an unqueſtionable Truth (and may we all act as if we 
thought ſo) That the Support of His Majeſty is the 
only Ground upon which, as Proteſtants, we can poſ- 
fibly be Happy. It is the only way to Preſerve 
Things upon their old Foundations; to enjoy the 
| Comforts of a well conſtituted Church, and the Ad- 
! vantages of a well ballanced Liberty. — And which 
| (in this Place) may certainly be allow'd to have its 
Weight, it is the only way to keep this City, as Jeru. if 
Glow of old, Like a City that is at Unity within it ſelf, 
_ to have Peace within ber Walls, and Plenteouſneſs 1 within 
her Palaces. e „
